Enrollment 
At CSUS 
Declining

Enrollment applications for the 
fall semester at CSUS have made a 
significant decline from {=«t year 

Also, the percentage of incoming 
freshmen the university is turning 
away has almost doubled this year 
because of new systemwide entrance 
requirements now in affect, according 
to Duane Anderson, CSUS director 
of admussions 

Last year 7 percent of all freshmen 
applicants were turned away. So far 
this year, 13 percent of all freshmen 
applicants have been denied enroll- 
ment, mostly because they lack the 
new course requirements 

Graduate school applications 
showed the most significant drop, 23 
perornt. Applications for admission 
to the junior class are down by 7 
percent and to the freshman class by 3 
percent 

Van Aikman, CSUS director of 
school-college relations, said thy 
schoo! will still fill up, but it will ake 
a little longer 

Recently, there has been an 
unprecedented surge of applications 
ata number of UC campuses during a 
period when the number of high 
school graduates is declining. 

Last fall CSUS enroliment was 
350 students over projections, so a

Controller Cites Increased Costs, Lower Interest Rates

Facing a 
investment returns related to a drop in 
interest rates during the past year 
directors of the Associated Students 
Inc. Business Office have projected a 
$3,000 to $18,000 defict for the 
office this year 

Increased operational costs, and a 
decrease in funding from ASI during 
the past two years have also contrib- 
uted to the projected deficit, accord- 
ing to business office directors 

The business office invests approx- 
imately $300,000 a year in certificates 
of deposit and money market 
accounts. ASI investments must be 
100 percent federally-insured, 
according to Califorma State Univer- 
sity Regulations 

Withe Balagtas, the ASI con 
troller, handles investments for the 
business office. Balagtas “knows the 
banks, and he knows the market,” 
ASI Executive Director Steve Berlin 
said Monday. “He wheels and deals 
and gets the best rates,” sad Berlin 

Last year the business office 
earned between 14 and 15 percent on 
investments. Balagtas and Berlin 
anticipated a drop in interest rates and 
estimated that interest earnings would 
be I! percent this year 

Interest rates, however, dropped 
more than the business office manag- 
ers expected, and the office has earned 
approximately 10 percent on this 
year's investments 

“The economic policies of Presi- 
dent Reagan have been very hard to 
predict.” said Berlin 

In response to the projected 
deficit, employee hours at the office 
have been cut. A staff member who 
left the office last semester was not 
replaced, and the work hours of stu- 


ugniiicant dechne in

turning students away 


dent assistants have been reduced 
The cutback in staff hours has 
reduced the availability of typing ser- 
vices offered by the business office 
and slowed the accounting services 
also offered by the business office 
“We've had to turn students away 
from typing services,” said Berlin. The 
business office provides accountng 
services for the University Union, The 
State Hornet and the university's 
Instructionally-Related Activities 


program 


The accounting services, which 
are the biggest moneymaker for the 
business office, have been “less timely 
than we'd like them to be,” said 
Berlin 

Besides operating the typing and 
accounting services, the business 
office sells a wide variety of items 
including movie tickets, bus passes, 
and money orders. 

According to Balagtas, the finan- 
cial status of the business office has 
been “partly aggravated by the cost of 


operation.” As with other businesses 
the costs of wages and supplies at the 
Office have increased during the past 
year 

Insufficrent funding from the ASI 
senate has also Kontnibuted to the pro 
jected defient, Berlin said. The bus: 
ness office requested $87,000 from 
the AS! senate for but 
received $83,000 

The ASI senate granted the busi 
ness office less money than the office 
directors requested for this year 
because “the business office has usu- 
ally returned about $14,000 a year” 
to the senate, sand Balagtas 

Although a deficit is “not some- 
thing new™ for other ASI depart- 
ments, the business office has not 
ended a year in a deficit since before 
1977, when Balagtas became the ASI 
controller ASI departments include 
the Childrens’ Center, the Mountain 
Wolf Co-op, and the Women’s 
Resource Center 

Balagtas and Berlin disagree on 
the ammount of the proyected deficit for 
the business office. Balagtas has pro- 
jected a deficnt of between $10,000 
and $18,000, while Berlin has pro- 
jected a deficit of between $3,000 and 
$6,000. The ASI Business Office 
operating budget for this year is 
approximately $00,000 

The fiscal year ends June 30, and 
at that ume the ASI senate will shuffle 
revenues between departments to 
establish a financial balance among 
the depa, uments. 

Balagtas, who considers his est- 
mates conservative, has projected a 
shortfall of approximately $4,000 for 
the Mountain Wolf Co-op, but said 
the sports shop could “possibly end 
up in a surplus,” 

Berlin, on the other hand. has pre-
